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Senator Asserts Nazis Will 50,OOO THRONG 
Begin Sinking U. S. Vessels PARK FOR FIRST 
Unless Arms Ban Is Lifted SERIES BATTLE 


Texan Emphasizes Embargo 


Permits Merchantmen To 


Carry Other Goods Across 


To Belligerent Nations

WASHINGTON. O ct 4 — Sen. 
Connally (D) of Texas predicted in 
the senate today that Germany will 
begin sinking American merchant 
vessels unless congress repeals the 
arms embargo and restricts Ameri­ 
can shipping. 
The 62-year-old Texan, a lawyer 
who served in both the Spanlsh- 
Amerlcan and World wars, began 
the second day of the debate over 
neutrality law revision. 
Siding with the administration on 
this issue although he has opposed 
it on various domestic questions, 
Connally pointed out that the law 
which imposed the arms embargo 
left United 
States 
merchantmen 
free to carry other goods to bellig­ 
erents. 
Cites World War Experience 
He cited a long list of American 
vessels attacked or sunk by Ger­ 
man craft before this country’s en­ 
trance into the World war, and de­ 
clared: 
“ They were attacked or sunk not 
because they carried arms or muni­ 
tions or implements of war but be­ 
cause they carried general com­ 
merce and on the theory that the 
destruction 
of 
such 
commerce 
would aid Germany and injure the 
Allies. 
"W hat Germany did in the World 
war she will do in this war. Unre­ 
stricted submarine warfare on all 
neutral commerce has begun al­ 
ready. 
Germany did not hesitate 
to sink our ships before we entered 
the World war and were at peace. 
She will not hesitate to do so now." 
The administration "title and car­ 
ry" bill would make it “ wholly im­ 
probable" that any American ves­ 
sel or cargo would be sunk, he 
continued, because it provides that 
all goods purchased by belligerent 
nations must be transported in for­ 
eign ships and that the purchasers 
must take title to the shipments be­ 
fore they leave American shores. 
Touches On Allied Benefits 
Touching on the contention of 
repeal opponents that lifting of the 
embargo would benefit Britain and 
France, because their sea power 
would prevent Germany from buy­ 
ing in this country, Connally said 
that the United States is not under­ 
taking to impair advantage* which 
Germany enjoys by reason of her 
location. It has no right, be added, 
to deny or curtail natural advant­ 
ages 
which Britain and 
France 
might enjoy. 
“ How 
can 
Germany 
complain 
that we sell arms to warring na­ 
tions when she is buying from neu­ 
tral nations?" he asked. 
An arms embargo, which permits 
sales of arms and ammunition in 
time of peace and denies such sales 
in time of war, encourages the 
highwayman or the outlaw to arm 
and equip himself for successful 
aggression against the peaceable 
and lawful citizen in advance. 
“ It denies to the peaceable and 
law-abiding citizen arms for his de­ 
fense after the assault or attack 
by the highwayman or the outlaw 
shall have begun. 
It permits the 
burglar to obtain the implements 
with which he shall commit his 
crime but prohibits the household­ 
er from obtaining from his neigh­ 
bor, after the attack shall have be­ 
gun, weapons with which to defend 
his property and his life." 
Urges Stronger Defenses 
He appealed for strengthening of 
the country's defenses, saying the 
oceans are no adequate protection 
but instead are "a paved highway, 
a four-way highway, for the navies 
and the armed forces of foreign 
governments if thejr want to attack 
us.” 
“ The only way we can defend 
ourselves with two oceans is by 
having a navy good enough and 
strong enough to dominate two 
oceans. 
We ought to have an un­ 
beatable navy.” 
• 
* 
Connally said that the kind of 
government in Germany or other 
European countries is no concern 
r of the United States. 
"But after all,” he continued, 
“while Germany has a perfect right 
to have whatever kind of govern­ 
ment she wants, while England has 
the same right, France has the 
same right, and Italy has the same 
right; when they leave the bound­ 
aries of their governments it then 
becomes the concern of the United 
States of America, and lf any of 
these governments should be found 
to be infiltering their influences 
into South or Central America for 
the purpose of stirring up insurrec­ 
tions there for the establishment 
of their systems in Central or South 
America. I then agree heartily with 
the distinguished senator from Ida- 
0 ho, (Borah), that, under the Mon­ 
roe doctrine, it would become our 
national duty to tell them that they 
must get out and stay out.”

Repealists Refuse To Listen 


To Revision Proposals

any proposals for modification of 
their "title and carry" neutrality 
act.

Father Charles E. Coughlin is 
said by the association's secretary, 
E. M. Kirby, to have been men­ 
tioned yesterday In discussion pre­ 
ceding adoption af the rule, which 
will apply to all stations In the or­ 
ganisation. 
Judgt Rutherford Mentioned 
Kirby said others mentioned are 
Judge Joseph F. Rutherford of New 
York, president of the Watch Tow­ 
er Bible and Tract society, and 
Rev. Walton Cole of Toledo, O., a 
unitarian minister who has pur­ 
chased radio time to re p ly to Fath­ 
er Coughlin’s speeches. 
Controversial public issues, the 
committee said, may be discussed 
on the radio during free time avail­ 
able for such broadcasts or on pub- 
lic-forum type programs under con­ 
trol of the station or network. 
Manuscripts of speeches must be 
submitted In advance. 
Discussing 
the fight over the 
arms embargo, retention of which 
Father Coughlin has advocated, the 
committee said: 
Walt Expiring Of Contracts 
“ While all Americans desire to 
stay out of war and preserve neu­ 
trality, the methods of achieving 
and maintaining the same are mat­ 
ters automatically falling within 
the sphere of 'public controversial 
issues’ and as such should be pre­ 
sented on free time and not sold." 
Association officials said they 
believe Father Coughlin may have 
radio contracts extending for two 
weeks Into the future. The con­ 
tracts can be fulfilled, they said, 
after which the ban will take ef­ 
fect. 
In explaining, its rule, the com­ 
mittee said: 
“ This does not mean, of course, 
that those who wish to discuss mat­ 
ters 
of 
public 
controversy 
are 
barred from the air. Far from It 
Through the new code, representa­ 
tive spokesmen of groups will be 
given free time to present their 
views, In accord with the public 
Interest

TO EUROPE’S TROUBLES 


Dreaded Typhus May Be Spread Through East By Polish 


Exiles; Offers Problem To Troops, Civilians

Press science editor, tells me that 
there Is danger of Polish exiles 
carrying typhus to other parts of 
eastern Europe and the Balkans. 
Typhus is endemic In Poland, 
chiefly if) the eastern part,” says 
Blakeelee. “ The Poles themselves 
are largely immune to more than 
mild attacks, as Is usual In coun­ 
tries where It Is endemic. However, 
they are potential carriers of the 
disease to other peoples. 
It is important to note that folk 
who have been weakened by lack 
of proper food are susceptible to 
typhus. Indeed, one name for It Is 
the 'famine disease’. Any shortage 
of food as a result of the war would 
tend to foster an epidemic.” 
The question of whether Fuehrer

BRITAIN AWAITS 
FUEHRERS TALK 


London Fails To Get Formal 


Message With Peace Bid

LONDON, Oct. 4 — Britain has 
left the door open for consideration 
of any German proposal to end tka 
war. but is charting ber course ap­ 
parently on the assumption that 
present diplomatic maneuvers are 
merely a lull before a greater storm 
of warfare. 
Official sources said no formal 
message relating to the German 
offer to end the war on Germany's 
terms has reached London. They 
added they know nothing of any 
Impending communications along 
that line. 
Britain To T e st’ Proposals 
The 
German • Soviet 
Russian 
agreement to seek, lf necessary, the 
assistance of “ friendly powers" In 
bringing an end to the conflict up­ 
on the basis of a partitioned Po­ 
land was reached at Moscow last 
Thursday. 
British public opinion, as ex­ 
pressed through the press, backed 
up the stand taken by Prime Min­ 
ister Chamberlain in the house of 
commons yesterday— that Britain 
will test any Nazi proposal In the 
light of Adolf Hitler's past prom­ 
ises which Chamberlain said have 
proved “ worthless". 
The Times of London, which of­ 
ten reflects the government view, 
declared that any peace terms of­ 
fered by Hitler most conform to 
those conditions to be acceptable 
to the British-French allies: 
Won't Condons Invasion 
“ They must not require us to 
condone the act of brigandage com­ 
mitted at tho expense of Poland; 
on the contrary, they must repair 
the damage already done. And they 
must give not only to os, but to all 
Europe adequate assurance that tho 
peace concluded will be durable 
and will not be disturbed by ths 
continual threat of N ail aggres­ 
sion. . . . ” 
For an Indication of Germany’s 
policy In the Immediate future. 
Britain awaited Hitler's speech be­ 
fore the Reichstag. 
(A Berlin dispatch said quarters 
close to the German foreign office 
expect Hitler to speak Friday or 
Saturday.) 
As for Britain’s war prepara­ 
tions : 
1.—Munitions plants are reported 
going Into production of shells at a 
rate six times that of the peak per­ 
iod of the World war.

AT WELLSVILLE 


Council Advances Ordinance 


Despite Utility’s Threat 


Wellsville council Tuesday night 
Ignored the threat of a fight by the 
Manufacturers Light and Heat Co., 
and placed on second reading a 
three-year franchise containing a 
lower minimum charge which the 
utility opposes. 
Voting 5 to 2, council prepared 
the ordinance for 
third and final 
reading after representatives of the 
utility warned that “we can’t ac­ 
cept that." 
Pass Bus Franchise 
Council also placed on second 
reading a three-year franchise for 
the Valley Motor Transit Co. to 
operate busses through the city 
and heard a report from Mayor 
Howard Kelley that a relief crisis 
Is imminent. The bus ordinance ac­ 
tion was unanimous. 
Councilmen heard Thomas Steph­ 
ens. district manager of the gas 
concern, and C. A. Massa of Pitts­ 
burgh, rate engineer for the utility 
express opposition to the charge of 
T5 cents for the first 1,000 cubic 
feet. 
The ordinance originally set $1 
for the minimum charge hut was 
amended at the meeting Sept. 19. 
It includes 50 cents instead of $1 
As the meter charge, 54 cents per 
thousand feet after the first thous- 
And; 
47 cents for schools and 
churches and 25 cents for munici­ 
pal purposes. 
The new ordinance replaces one 
that expired in June. 
Mr. Massa cautioned that if coun­ 
cil forces the utility to take the 
Issue to the public utilities com­ 
mission, the commission might de­ 
cide on a still higher rate than 
■pecified in the ordinance. 
Cites Cleveland Fight 
He cited the Cleveland rate fight 
And claimed the gas concern re­ 
ceived a higher rate than council 
Asked, hut admitted the rate was 
tinder that sought by the utility. 
He said the minimum charge ef­ 
fects only a limited number of the 
1.800 consumers In Wellsville and 
declared that the utility, unlike oth­ 
er businesses, cannot pass on the 
consumer the new taxes and other 
burdens imposed in the last few 
years. 
He admitted lower rates in Bel 
Biont county communities but ex 
plained that the area was in a dif 
ferent tone—nearer the source In 
the West Virginia gas fields. 
He concluded by inviting council. 
Bien to look at the records of the 
utility, Its costs and other factors 
which he said make it necessary 
that the company obtain the high 
•r rate. *

H ere's what the proposed law presented to the 
senate says on this vital point: 
"W henever the President shall have issued a 
proclamation (that certain nations are st war) It

HIS Is a peculiar war. 
It was supposed to start with spectacular air 
raids on huge cities, but hasn’t produced an air raid 
of any Importance yet.

It was expected the military problem would he 
how to engage the Oerman army on two fronts, but 
Instead It la bow to engage the German army on one 
front.

Russia was to be the big, black question mark, but 
Russia has become an exclamation point, leaving 
Italy to be the question mark. 
The British navy was to run things on the sea Us 
own way, but apparently is having almoat as much 
trouble ss It did 25 years ago when Germany still 
had a navy big enough to be Important. 
The United States wa* supposed to have taken 
the pledge never again to partake of Europe’s heady 
stim ulants, but seems mainly concerned now with 
how large a dose it can handle safely. 
And Just to make the thing completely screwy the 
first momentous development In the war Is aimed at 
peace, was thought up by the aggressor, and is be­ 
ing spoken of as a ‘‘peace offensive". 
Maybe the world series will make some sense; 
the war doesn t. 


Caution: Full Speed Ahead 
a N editorial published In Railway Age calla on the 
* * federal government to keep faith with railroads 
In their third expansion program in the last quarter 
of a century, now under way. 
There la almoat a note of pathos in the appeal. 
In 1917, Railway Age recalls, railroads expanded to 
help carry on the war and to keep themselves out 
of government operation. They helped carry on the 
war but didn’t keep out of government operation. 
In 1923, with government operation relinquished, 
they expanded to prove they were capable of running 
their own affairs better than the government cpuld 
run them. In 1939. though Railway Age* doesn't say 
■o directly. It seems they’re afraid history * going to 
repeat Itself, with overtures of trucks, airplane* and 
other forma of Improved competition. 
“It la the railroad program of 1939 “ explain* Rail­ 
way Age, "to begin making purchases exceeding 
those warranted by current net earnings In the hope 
that government will adopt the legislative program 
necessary to Increase net earnings by establishing 
equality of competition between the railways and 
other carrier*.

and unnecessary that I think It 
ought to be enacted and that every 
effort should be made to se* that 
the practical administration of the 
law is made workable and effec­ 
tive. 
The real reason for adopting a 
policy of non-partlelpatton In the 
European wur Is not a pharisaical 
Indifference to the Issues of the 
war, nor unconcern aa to the out­ 
come, nor panicky, fear and weak­ 
ness. The real reason Is that to 
participate In this war as we did 
In 1917 would Jeopardise profound­ 
ly the security of the United Stator 
and of the whole western hemis­ 
phere.

HE true position becomes clear 
at once when we note that the 
American fleet Is In the Pacific 
ocean and that It Is facing not 
Europe hut Asia. In 1917 this was 
not the case. In 1917 all the far 
eastern powers, Japan, China, Rus­ 
sia. Great Britain, France and the 
United State* were allies, and the 
American fleet was. therefore In 
the Atlantic available for use In the 
European war. 
Today. Japan Is at war with 
China, Is pursuing an aggressive 
policy as against western Interests, 
our own Included, and Russia is 
pursuing a policy which as yet is 
entirely unpredictable. There Is, I 
think, no division of opinion In 
this country that under the circum­ 
stances the American nary must 
remain on guard In the Pacific. 
From this basic fact two great 
consequences follow: 
One Is that 
we cam t repeat the Intervention 
of 1917 even lf we wished to re­ 
peat It; It Is unthinkable that this 
nation or any other could send an 
army across 8.000 mile* of ocean 
without a navy to protect Its com­ 
munications aud assure Its safe re­ 
turn. 
No one In his senses would put 
an American army in Europe, re­ 
lying upon the British navy to con­ 
voy It and supply it aud bring It 
back. For what would he the posi­ 
tion of that army lf Britain were 
defeated and 
compelled 
to

render Its fleet to Germany aa Ger­ 
many, when defeated In i918, had 
to surrender Its fleet to Britain? 
The American army would he lost 
and would have to he ransomed at 
some terrible price. 
The second consequence of our 
having to keep the American nary 
on guard In the Pacific is that the 
defeat of the British and French, 
and the subsequent surrender of 
their fleets and of their strategic 
bases In the Atlantic, would find us 
without adequate naval defense In 
the Atlantic ocean. 
We should, of course, have to 
build “another navy”. But that Is 
easier said than done; It is doubt­ 
ful whether another navy could be 
constructed In much less than IO 
years. Therefore, It is a m atter of

There has been some discussion as 
to what the bill should be called. 
It might well be called "A bill 
to keep Americana 3,000 miles from 
the war and to keep the war 3,000 
miles from America.” Nothing that 
any one else ha* proposed comes 
anywhere near accomplishing this 
result. For lf we leave the law as 
It la, with an embargo on arm s hut 
with 
no 
embargo 
on 
shipping. 
American ships will be Involved in 
the European war xone; and lf we 
do not repeal the arm s embargo, 
we shall either lengthen the war 
or contribute to an Allied defeat. 
This 
bill 
steers 
between 
the 
Scylla of American 
Involvement 
and the Charybdis of an Allied de­ 
feat, and In that narrow passage 
between these two perils lies the 
road to American security. 
It Is often alleged these days that 
there is a conflict between our 
hearts and our heads, our senti­ 
ments and vital interests. I do not 
think so. The great majority of the 
people manifestly want to stay out 
of the war and manifestly they 
want the Allies to win. They are 
right on both counts. 
The popular Instinct in the ques­ 
tion Is sound. A cold-hloiKled exam­ 
ination of the position shows, I 
am convinced, th at the sentim ents 
of the people reflect correctly the 
real Interests of the country. This 
bill with Its stringent embargo on 
shipping to replace the embargo on 
arm s and its greatly strenjfthened 
embargo on finance, express*! In 
law the real Interest and the real 
sentim ent of the country. 
F 
OR what, If we look behind the 
legal language, Is the practical 
substance of this bill? It starts 
with the fact that the war is 3,000 
miles away on the other side of the 
Atlantic; and that the only Euro­ 
pean nation with which we con­ 
ceivably could become Involved In 
war 
Is 
Germany. 
Between 
the 
United State* and Germany are 
3,000 miles of salt w ater; we have 
no land frontier with Germany. 
This being the situation, the prob­ 
lem la how to prevent hostile col­ 
lisions that might lead to war be­ 
tween Germans and 
Americans? 
The bill doe* this, first by with­ 
drawing American citizens, Ameri­ 
can property, American ships and 
American financial interest* from 
the theater of war. 
Can any one think of a more ob­ 
vious way of staying clear of a 
war than to withdraw from the 
theater of war? If there la nothing 
American In the fighting sones of 
Europe which the Germans can 
shoot at and that we have to de­ 
fend, then as long as the war re­ 
mains a European war, how In the 
name of common sense, are Ger­ 
many and America going to collide? 
Clearly, the new embargoes In 
this bill on shipping ami the tight­ 
ening of the existing embargo on 
finance achieve a physical separa­ 
tion which Is as wide aa the ocean 
between America and this 
war. 
And then by repealing the existing 
embargo on finished arm*, the bill 
makes It much more certain that 
the war will remain 2.000 miles in 
Europe, safely contained behind the 
barrier of the French and British 
arm ies and navies. 
For lf that harrier were broken, 
the war no longer would be local- 
lied In Europe hut would spread 
into the Atlantic ocean, and we 
should be much nearer to it than 
we are today.

the bill, In essence, 
pulls 
American Interests out of th# zone 
of the European war and pushes the 
European war away from this hemi­ 
sphere.

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Why Not End War Now? 


Writer Proposes Peace Treaty Before, Not After Bloodshed 
A 
LMOST too Mg to be believable 
Is the idea of Arthur Robb fo r5 
ending the second World war be­ 
fore It gets under way. He scarce­ 
ly dares believe It himself but----- 
If It worked, millions of lives 
would be saved. Billions of dol­ 
lars 
would 
be 
converted 
from 
slaughter Into useful purpose*. The 
world’* confidence In Itself would 
be restored. Democracy would be 
saved. 
The following Is Mr. Robb’s Idea 
In his own words from an article 
In Editor & Publisher. He Is editor 
of the magazine. 
After reviewing American disillu­ 
sionment about post-war Europe 
and declaring this country can stay 
out of war most easily by ending 
it at the earliest possible moment, 
Mr. Robb writes: 
"We are at a stage where the 
futility of war as a solution of 
national problems Is being demon­ 
strated at the beginning, rather 
than at the end of years of car­ 
nage. To make peace today de­ 
mands greater courage than to go 
on fighting. 
"Poland is gone, for the present, 
but Poland has disappeared before 
and has come back as a nation. 
Poland can come hack again, un­ 
der 
leadership 
more 
Intelligent 
than th at which perm itted her de­ 
struction. 
Hitlerism 
has 
stalked 
the world before, and may again, 
hut neither dictators nor the sys­ 
tems which give them birth are in­ 
destructible.’’ 


II 
ITLERI8M, asserts Mr. Robb, 
can be destroyed only after 
years of attrition, if at all. and 
by abandoning democracy for ab­ 
solutism. That price, he concludes, 
Is too high. “There are other ways 
of fighting Hitlerism which prom­ 
ise to put something better In Its 
place . . . without spreading Its 
poison over the civilized world.” 
Then he describes his big Idea. 
"A peace treaty can be written 
now . . . before Poland passes 
from man's short memory, before 
millions of young men are crushed 
and 
killed 
in 
the 
Rhineland, 
before 
the 
ancient 
and 
lovely 
cities of Europe are bombed to 
masses 
of 
rubble, 
before 
more 
millions of money than the world 
has 
ever seen are 
turned 
Into 
smoke. 
"An honest treaty can be w rit­ 
ten which will recognize Germany’s 
economic and political parity with 
Its conquerors of 20 years ago. Its 
economic comlitlons can abolish the 
circum stances which put the In­ 
credible H itler Into power and en­ 


abled him to become a disturbing 
force around the world, It can re­ 
create 
now or later the states 
which 
Germany has seized 
and 
restore their Identity, under Ger­ 
man hegemony, lf need be. 


'V^YNICS and realists 
will de- 
clare that such a peace treaty 
wa* never made in the world’* 
history. 
But 
never 
before 
have 
so many millions of the world’s 
civilized people been directly faced 
with such a terrifying prospect as 
confronts them. 
"All of the cost, the killing and 
damage that Napoleon I caused in 
his 20 years of fighting will be ex­ 
ceeded In six months lf this war 
gets down to real business. The 
present wofld can’t afford that. 
N either can It afford the Institution 
of world-wide despotism —outside 
the young U. S. A —and the half- 
century of exhaustion that result­ 
ed 
from 
the 
fight 
to 
conquer 
Napoleon ” 
Mr. Robb says because the com­ 
mon people of the w estern world 
hate war he believes they would 
extend the "hand of fellowship” 
to H itler’* Germany. "If this war 
goee forward.” he predict* "it will 
not be by the voice of th# peo­ 
ples of any nation.” Even Germany, 
he declares, would get rid of tyran­ 
ny lf the "democracies succeed In 
proving th at theirs Is the better 
way of lifer" 
"That.” M r Robb holds, "should 
be the principle of the new peace 


—between 
neighbors 
as 
equals, 
not between conqueror and van­ 
quished. It should he a peace which 
seeks to break down the economic 
barriers that forced Europe from 
normal world trade to the forging 
of cannon and bayonets and to the 
Impasse of Sept. I. 


“| T should be a peace which again 
I attem pts to abolish the 'bal­ 
ance of power', as Woodrow Wilson 
sought to do 20 years ago. If that 
means a new League of Nations, 
why not? A real league might be 
constituted 
now, 
with 
a 
better 
chance of life. At Ba worst, it Is 
preferable to another war. At Its 
hest, it can realize an ages-long 
dream of mankind. . . . 
"Germany Is prepared to spend 
billions for war. So are England 
and France. Let them spend for 
peace. If a reasonable peace can 
be secured and It can lf the men 
around the table realize the awful 
terror they have averted, It la our 
belief—adm ittedly optimistic—that 
the psychological revulsion from 
the shapeless panic and grouping 
and knifing of the last decade will 
be sharp and dram atic. 
"The world can then move for­ 
ward with a new hope that neither 
capitalism nor democracy Is obso­ 
lete, that man has not been de. 
prlved of hi* brain and reduced 
to the level of the spinal anim als— 
able only to solve a dispute by fang 
and claw until one or both contes­ 
tants is dead.”

Is Make Sound Political Contacts; 


Don’t Depend Upon Documents

Y V E *ee where a lady ,n k 08 Angeles has filed a 
notarized document with the county recorder 
forbidding her sons, 22 and IO yeara old, "to parti­ 
cipate In any activity called war.” 
She has addressed the document "To whom It may 
concern, or who may wish to enlist my true sons 
In mass murder for profit or false pretense of demo­ 
cracy.” 
Fundam entally the lady may have a good idea, but 
its fatal weakness Is that American mothers do not 
have the say as to w hether or not their sons shall 
be enlisted for war. If they did, there would be no 
wars. 
Nor do the sons themselves have anything to say 
about their enlistment lf they are of m ilitary age and 
do not offer their services voluntarily. Those fellows 
in W ashington are the ones who tell the sons when 
they are to be enlisted. 
If this country goes to war. congress would enact 
about the same draft law that prevailed during the 
World war. 
It recently was announced that army and navy 
officials already have mapped out what they call a 
selective service plan. It was stated that In the first 
call for a draft, 11,000,000 men between the ages of 
21 and 30 would be registered and classified, with 
about 4,100,000 finally left In class I, or the first to 
be enlisted. Enlistm ent of others would be deferred 
because of the Importance of their Jobs, because they 
had dependents, dr because their service would he 
undesirable for obvious reasons, such as bad health. 


rjFJFORE the World war, military service was large­ 
ly ly voluntary. A man enlisted of his own free will. 
For all that guff about American arm ies springing up 
overnight if needed, we regret to say there is no 
record In our wars of any recruiting sergeants being 
amothered to death by a rush of applicants. 
In the unpleasantness with the south, the north 
finally had to put on a draft, which produced great 
Irritation. In those days, a fellow who was drafted 
could pay a substitute to take his place In the ranks 
and some of our best famine# were thus vicariously 
represented on the field of glory. In fact, a gentleman 
who afterw ards became president of the United 
States Is said to have dug up a substitute for a few 
hundred bucks. 
The volunteer Idea continued down through the 
SpanlshAmerioan war, when we did not need many 
soldiers, to a short rime after we entered the World 
war, when the selective draft was passed. Gen. Per­ 
shing had gone to France with hla staff and while he 
at flrat said plans should contem plate sending over 
1,000,000 men he quickly raised his estim ate to 3,000,- 
OOO. 
L 
ATER, the manpower act was passed by congress 
providing for registration of all men between 
the ages of 18 and 45 with a view to military aervlce 
lf needed, and 11,000,000 were registered. About 4,- 
000,000 men were called into aervlce and 2,088,000 
sent overseas In 19 months. 
In those days It behooved any man without a long 
gray beard to carry his registration card at all times, 
as squads seeking draft dodgers constantly were de­ 
manding a peek at the pasteboards. 
We note the announcement from W ashington 
stated any director of the draft would be warned that 
“a hint of favoritism or special privilege in th# sys­ 
tem will destroy him and the public confidence In the 
fairness of selective service. There must be no ’poli­ 
tics’ In the system.” 
No? We suppose they neglected mentioning this 
detail to the director lads in 1917. Principles of the 
draft as devised by Gen. Hugh Johnson were IOO per­ 
cent okay In point of fairness, but It was after the 
drafting that special privileges began rearing its sin­ 
ister sconce. 


M' 
ANY of the scions of big people—-the wealthy and 
influential—managed to get Into deferred classes, 
If drawn for aervlce. many landed In soft berth*. We 
do not blame them. No one ever observed us peering 
at a cannon’s tonsils. 
Representatives of the little people were usually 
up where little people are born to get it, which Is In 
the neck. If that Los Angeles lady thinks there Is any 
possibility of her sons being enlisted, we suggest sh4 
start right In building up acme strong political con­ 
tacts. We can assure her they will beat a ton of 
notarised documents.

‘Ignores’ Survey Findings

W. Bricker was told today that the 
state industrial commission had "ig­ 
nored” recommendations made fol­ 
lowing numerous 
surveys 
it 
fi­ 
nanced and lacked bookkeeping rec­ 
ords "which were deemed indis­ 
pensable even to the corner gro­ 
cery store of the horse-and-buggy 
days.” 
The Citizens Tax League of Ohio. 
which launched an attack against 
the commission several months ago 
and 
demanded 
replacem ent 
of 
Chairman J. VV. Beall, said in a re­ 
port to the governor that the indus­ 
trial commission spent more than 
$120,000 on surveys in the last 18 
years, only to "disregard” subse­ 
quent recommendations. 
Auditor Claimed ‘Buried’ 
The report quoted the league’s 
accountant as asserting the com­ 
mission had no general ledger rec­ 
ords. “the necessity for which any 
employer or layman would appre­ 
ciate.” 
“The present auditor is so buried 
in detail that there is no execu­ 
tive or supervisory audit attention 
available,” the accountant is quoted 
as saying. “There is still lack of co­ 
ordination and control by and be­ 
tween the auditing departm ent and 
the other departments. 
Personnel Inefficiency Charged 
"There is still inefficiency in per­ 
sonnel and duplication of work. 
“There are still on the payroll 
employes rated as incom petent by 
the Sherill survey. There is still a 
‘ bad housing and occupancy condi­ 
tion.” 
The 
league 
recommended 
to 
Bricker that the commission have 
a public accounting firm install a 
modern auditing system, reorgan­

France Would Win Him, 


Pastor Tells Club 


Benito Mussolini was called one 
of the most capable political lead­ 
ers of the day by Rev. Calvin T. 
Weimar, 
pastor of 
the 
Chester 
Presbyterian church, in his talk 
Tuesday noon on "The Man of 
Mystery" before the Rotary club 
a t the Travelers hotel. 
Mussolini does not want to dom­ 
inate 
the 
world, 
Rev. 
W eimer 
stated, but has said he is "tired of 
having Italy kicked around." 
The 
speaker 
declared 
that 
if 
France and England now should 
make a few wise and generous con­ 
cessions to Italy, that nation would 
be won to the cause of the demo­ 
cratic powers. 
"The Italian leader is a greater 
man than H itler," Rev. Weimer 
said. “He will not stick his neck 
out or pull someone’s chestnuts 
from the fire. He will be in power 
in Italy after H itler is overthrown." 
Defines His Mysteriousness 
The reason Mussolini la a man 
mystery. Rev. W eimer said, is be­ 
cause of his form er belligerence 
and aggressiveness and present un­ 
willingness to lead his people into 
war. To understand this one must 
examine the man, he added. 
"Mussolini was 
born July 
-»• 
1883, in the village of D oris,’’ the 
speaker related. “His father was 
the village blacksmith and 
was 
under constant watch by the police 
because of his interest in socialism. 
"His m other was a school teach­ 
er, beloved by her children. Benito 
was educated to be a teacher, but 
was sent home from one school as 
an incorrigible, At 18 he won his 
certificate and taught for a year. 
He wanted to come to the United 
States but could not, so he went 
to 
Switzerland 
where 
he 
lived 
virtually a pauper." 
Studied Political Science 
Mr. 
W eimer related how 
the 
young Italian worked in Lausanne, 
studying political science and eco­ 
nomics. until he returned to Italy. 
"He wandered then until he was 
JI,” Rev. W eimer said. "He came 
home to be the glamor boy of the 
village. He was a rabid socialist 
and soon became editor of a social­ 
ist paper. Rising in the party, he 
became editor of its leading paper 
and was a great success. 
"He lost his standing in the party 
when he favored Italy entering the 
World war against Germany. He 
then established his own paper,

"In 1915 he went to war, where 
he served with distinction until he 
was wounded. At the close of the 
war he formed with D’Annunzio the 
first Fascist party, but gained no 
power until the communist upris­ 
ing of 1920." 
Took Premiership 
In 1922, Mr. W eimer continued, 
Mussolini led his Blackshirts on the 
march to Rome when the prem ier 
resigned, and gained the post for 
himself. 
"He was not a dictator at first,” 
Rev. W eim er said, "but later or 
ganized the most centralized gov­ 
ernm ent in the world, with himself 
holding several portfolios and all 
other leading officials acting as 
his secretaries. 
"He is a vegetarian, a tem perate 
man and keeps him self fit. His fav­ 
orite Indoor am usem ent is music 
and he can read French, German 
and English literature as well as 
Italian.”
